Use a dark blue or black ink pen to 
completely fill in the oval next to your 
choice. 

Vote for one in each measure or race. If 
you vote for more than one, no votes will 
be counted for that measure or race. 


How to correct a mistake 



To make a correction, draw a line through 
the entire choice. 

You then have the option of making a 
different choice by completely filling in 
another oval. 



To vote for a candidate not listed for that 
race, fill in the oval under the last 
candidate listed and print the name next 
to the oval.

Insert security sleeve into the ballot 
return envelope. 

Sign and date the voter declaration using 
the instructions on the return envelope. 
NOTE: WAC 434-230-015 prohibits the use 
of a Power of Attorney to satisfy the 
signature requirements on the 
return envelope. If unable to sign, voter 
should follow the instructions on the 
return envelope for having two witnesses.

Referendum Measure No. 88 

The legislature passed Initiative 
Measure No. 1000 concerning 
affirmative action and remedying 
discrimination, and voters have filed a 
sufficient referendum petition on this 
act.
